"Miscellaneous,"  covers  man,  truck,  equipment,  labor 
for  citizens  and  other  departments  of  the  town.  Also  keep- 
ing area  around  Highway  buildings  cleaned  up,  cleaning 
off  top  of  gravel  and  sand  banks,  etc. 

Tar  was  applied  to  3,500  feet  from  the  intersection  of 
101  and  the  Goldmine  road  toward  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
Jeffrey  Brackett.  The  section  from  Mrs.  Brackett's  to 
Charles  Pickford  residence  2,400  feet,  is  ready  for  tarring 
this  year  of  1953.  The  section  from  101  to  Oscar  Sewall's 
drive  was  graveled  and  is  ready  for  tarring.  Brush  was  cut 
on  the  Moimment  road  as  stage  construction  for  Town 
Road  Aid  this  year.  Plans  should  be  made  for  widening  and 
gravel,  culverts  where  needed  on  the  following  roads;  on 
hill  leading  by  the  AUis  farm,  Schoepf  rd.,  Koskela  Hill, 
Pumpelly  Hill  from  tar  to  Jaffrey  road.  I  hope  that  at  least 
two  of  these  projects  can  be  done  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


At  the  last  annual  Town  meeting  three  articles  rela- 
tive to  the  Cemetery  were  acted  upon.  It  was  voted  to  es- 
tablish a  Cemetery  Committee;  to  rescind  a  previous  vote 
relative  to  Cemetery  Lots  to  hereafter  charge  for  all  Lots, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  enlargement  of 
the  burial  space. 

A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
to  serve  respectively  for  one,  two  and  three  years — ^Arne 
H.  Olsen,  Albin  K.  Schoepf  and  Henry  D.  Allison  were 
named.  A  new  member  must  be  chosen  annually  to  take 
the  place  of  the  retiring  committeeman. 

After  carefully  considering  the  proposed  enlargement 
with  the  Selectmen,  and  having  consulted  with  the  repre- 
sentative of  a  construction  firm,  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  that  the  most  desirable  plan  for  present  enlarge- 
ment was  to  fill  more  of  the  west  slope  toward  the  lake.  An 
additional  appropriation  will  be  necessary  and  it  is  planned 
to  do  the  work  this  coming  summer. 

To  satisfactorily  expend  the  income  of  the  Perpetual 
Care  Trust  Funds,  which  vary  in  amounts,  $50,  $75,  $100, 
$150,  $200,  $250,  with  one  deposit  of  $500,  is  a  difficult 
problem.  Some  of  these  funds  yield  as  little  as  $1.47  per 
year.  Those  of  $100,  of  which  there  are  many,  return  about 
$3  annually.  There  are  now  57  Trust  Funds,  all  of  them  in- 
vested in  Savings  Banks. 

Most  Perpetual  Care  Lots  need  cutting  and  trimming 
about  10  times  each  season.  If  30  minutes  is  consumed 
each  time,  the  work  averages  to  cost  close  to  $5  per  Lot 
annually.  In  order  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  through 
Savings  Bank  interest,  a  deposit  of  $200  is  necessary.  Ac- 
cordingly, your  Committee  has  fixed  the  sum  of  $200  as 
the  hereafter  required  amount  to  be  deposited  for  esich 
Perpetual  Care  Lot.

To  residents  of  Dublin  the  cost  of  a  Lot  for  4  burials  is 
now  $15,  for  2  burials  $10.  Non-resident  summer  guests 
will  be  charged  $50  for  a  2  or  4  burial  Lot,  and  none  shall 
be  sold  to  out  of  town  applicants  who  have  no  affiliation 
here. 

Present  owners  may  have  a  Deed  of  their  Lot  upon 
payment  to  the  Town  of  $5.  Checks  should  be  made  pay- 
able to  the  Town  of  Dublin.  A  chart  of  the  Cemetery  has 
been  made,  showing  locations,  which  will  be  provided  with 
each  Deed.  The  Cemetery  is  Town  property;  therefore,  all 
Deeds  must  be  executed  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, bear  the  signature  of  witnesses  and  carry  the 
name  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

There  are  many  demands  for  a  supply  of  water  for  the 
Cemetery.  With  this  proposal  your  committee  is  sympa- 
thetic but  owing  to  the  cost  of  the  proposed  fill  and  grad- 
ing, together  with  the  somewhat  larger  appropriation  re- 
quired for  maintenance  and  improvements  the  current 
year,  we  cannot  consistently  recommend  its  installation 
at  this  time. 

The  hearse  house  needs  painting  and  there  are  half  a 
dozen  large  stones  imbedded  in  the  ground  near  the  main 
south  entrance,  dangerous  to  automobile  transmissions, 
which  ought  to  be  removed. 

An  estimated  5  acres  is  now  included  in  the  Cemetery, 
to  be  raked  and  cleaned  of  leaves  in  the  spring,  and  kept 
mowed  and  trimmed  throughout  the  summer.  A  suitable 
appropriation  is  needed  if  this  "most  beautiful  spot  in 
town"  is  to  receive  the  attention  it  deserves.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
CEMETERY— 1952 


The  north  entrance  gate,  decayed  and  broken,  was  re- 
placed with  a  new  one,  and  the  gate  at  the  main  entrance 
on  the  south  side  has  been  repaired  and  made  to  shut  and 
fasten. 

Undergrowth  and  bushes  at  the  junction  of  roads 
toward  the  lake  were  cut  and  removed.  Accumulated  rub- 
bish along  the  north  wall  beside  the  old  road,  was  taken 
away.  Appreciation  is  extended  to  Warren  Plimpton  and 
his  road  crew  for  their  cooperation  and  help. 

A  card  system,  alphabetically  arranged,  listing  names 
and  locations  of  all  gravestones  in  the  entire  cemetery  has 
been  completea. 

There  are  43  applications  on  file  for  Cemetery  Lots. 
Forms  have  been  prepared  for  the  deed  of  Lots  and  are 
now  ready  for  distribution.  Residents  who  made  request 
for  Lots  previous  to  1952,  can  receive  their  Deed  upon  pay- 
ment to  the  Town  of  $5.  A  newly  completed  chart  of  the 
Cemetery  is  now  available  which  will  be  helpful  in  finding 
locations.  Aluminum  markers  are  planned  for  each  re- 
served Lot. 

The  black  markers,  numbered,  now  being  used  in  the 
Cemetery,  were  originally  intended  to  be  placed  on  burial 
lots  where  no  gravestone  had  been  erected.  Jn  recent  years 
these  markers  have  also  been  used  on  Lots  Reserved  in 
which  there  is  no  burial.  This  practice  is  confusing.  Vis- 
itors cannot  tell  whether  they  are  looking  at  a  plot  in 
which  there  is  a  burial,  or  if  they  see  simply  a  Reserved  va- 
cant Lot.  It  is  hoped  to  correct  this  custom  this  coming 
spring. 
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Fifteen  more  Perpetual  Care  markers  are  needed  for 
Lots  now  immarked.  Some  broken  gravestones  should  be 
mended  and  there  are  many  stones  which  need  straight- 
ening. Decayed  trees  and  broken  limbs  ought  to  be  cut  and 
removed  before  they  fall  and  break  the  stones  underneath.

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  Dec.  31,  1951-Dec.  31,  1952:

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1951 
and  December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  in- 
dicated therein  the  Surplus  increased  by  $1,818.91  during 
the  year  1952.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriatoins  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1952,  are  presented  in  Exhibits 
C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  surmnary  (Exhibit  D) , 
a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $3,007.79,  less  a  net 
revenue  surplus  of  $1,064.69,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  defi- 
cit of  $1,943.10. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31, 1952,  made  up  in  accordance  with 
the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Ex- 
hibit E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31, 
1952,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as 
well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were 
checked  by  sources  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made 
from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verifi- 
cation of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to 
delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  rec- 
ords. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  position  of  the  Town  was  main- 
tained in  1952  as  shown  by  the  following  statement:

Town  Treasurer's  Surety  Bond: 

It  is  noted  that  the  Town  Treasurer's  surety  bond  was 
written  for  $5,000.00  in  1952.  Inasmuch  as  the  Town  Treas- 
urer handled  funds  totalling  $148,851.64  during  1952,  the 
amount  of  the  surety  bond  is  disproportionate  and  should 
be  increased  to  $10,000.00  in  1953. 

Town  Clerk's  Cash  Book: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Town  Clerk  adopt  the  use 
of  the  standard  form  of  town  clerk's  cash  book. 

Conclusion: 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  which 
we  examined  were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  ac- 
counting and  linancial  procedure  conformed  to  prescribed 
methods  and  procedure. 
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The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essen- 
tial features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town 
report.

Before  the  meeting  the  following  ballot  clerks  were 
sworn  in  by  the  Clerk:  Annabelle  Dupree,  Bernice  Hymen, 
Winnie  Leonard,  Harvey  Hayes,  Jr. 

The  Moderator,  Arne  Olsen,  called  the  meeting  to  or- 
der at  9:25  a.  m.  After  the  ballot  clerks  counted  the  ballots, 
the  balloting  for  school  officers,  under  the  official  non- 
partisan ballot  system,  started  at  once.  The  Moderator 
read  the  warrant  of  the  Dublin  School  District.  The  mo- 
tion was  made  and  carried  that  the  polls  be  kept  open 
until  5  p.  m.  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  follow- 
ing Articles: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  enusing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 
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4.    To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 
7.    To  choose  two  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Moderator  then  recessed  the  meeting  at  9:40  a.  m., 
to  be  continued  at  the  end  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

The  Moderator  again  called  the  School  Meeting  to 
order  at  2:30  p.m.,  and  read  Article  5  of  the  warrant.  A  mo- 
tion was  made,  seconded  and  carried  unanimously  to  fix 
the  salaries  of  the  School  District  officers  as  follows: 

Chairman  of  the  School  Board  $100.00. 

Each  other  member  $75.00. 

Treasurer  $50.00. 

Clerk  $10.00. 

Auditors,  each  $5.00. 

Moderator  and  Ballot  Clerks,  $1.25  per  hour  per  meet- 
ing. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  6  of  the  warrant.  The  mo- 
tion was  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  reports  on 
pages  70  through  84  of  the  Annual  Report  be  accepted  as 
printed. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  7  of  the  warrant.  The  mo- 
tion was  made  to  appoint  a  committee  to  see  if  the  high 
school  bus  can  be  routed  along  the  Bonds'  Corner  Road 
and  Gold  Mine  Road,  and  this  was  indefinitely  postponed. 
A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  a  commit- 
tee be  appointed  by  the  School  Board  to  make  a  study  of 
high  school  transportation  problems. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  8.  The  motion  was  made, 
seconded  and  carried  "That  the  district  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $37,299  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such 
sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equal- 
ization fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board 
to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  esti- 
mated revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town." 
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The  Moderator  read  Article  9.  The  motion  was  made, 
seconded  and  carried  that  consideration  of  this  article  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  10.  The  motion  was 
made  and  seconded  to  adopt  this  article  but  it  was  voted 
down. 

The  Moderator  called  for  any  further  business.  A  dis- 
cussion ensued  as  to  whether  or  not  the  children  at  school 
should  help  with  the  school  lunches  without  pay.  It  was 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  it  was  better  training  for  the 
children  to  give  their  services  voluntarily  to  help  with  the 
excellent  lunches  which  they  are  privileged  to  enjoy  at  such 
a  small  price.  A  tribute  was  paid  to  Doris  Davis  for  her 
able  and  devoted  service  in  managing  and  preparing  these 
meals.

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It  was  fortunate  indeed  that  three  of  the  four  regular 
teachers  returned  in  Sepetember  1952.  Although  the  loss 
to  Connecticut  of  the  services  of  Miss  Carolyn  Fisher  was 
keenly  felt,  her  replacement,  Miss  Morissette,  is  doing  ad- 
mirably with  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  instruc- 
tion established  by  Miss  Fisher. 

In  February  1952  Mr.  Coogan,  Supervisor  of  Music,  re- 
signed, and  Mrs,  Margaret  King  of  Hancock,  a  former  Dub- 
lin teacher,  served  very  capably  for  the  remainder  of  the 
school  year. 

B.     Program  and  Methods 

No  important  changes  have  been  made  during  the 
past  year  in  the  program  of  studies,  or  in  the  methods  of 
instruction.  Materials  are  all  modern  and  up-to-date  meth- 
ods are  being  used.  Much  use  is  being  made  of  the  sound- 
movie  projector,  the  film  projector,  the  radio,  the  record 
player,  and  other  modern  instructional  aids. 

Early  this  past  fall  Mr.  Gene  Gowing  contributed  his 
exceptional  talents  to  the  school  by  directing  a  series  of 
lessons  and  a  public  performance  in  square  dancing.  The 
pupils  profited  greatly  by  the  experience,  and  the  grown- 
ups seemed  to  have  a  very  enjoyable  time.  Thank  you, 
Gene. 

Special  instruction  in  nature  was  offered  again  the 
past  year,  due  to  the  fine  help  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elliott 
Allison. 

The  handicap  of  having  no  special  instructor  in  Home 
Economics  for  the  junior-high-school-age  girls  was  par- 
tially overcome  last  year  by  special  help  given  them  by  the 
two  women  teachers,  and  the  plan  is  continuing  this  year. 
The  work  is  scheduled  while  the  boys  are  working  in  the 
shop  with  Mr.  Olney. 
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PART  III.     SCHOOL  PLANT 
A.     Repairs 

During  the  past  year  the  following  improvements  in 
the  school  plant  and  equipment  have  been  made: 

1.  New  movable  desks  and  chairs  replaced  the  old 
fixed  furniture  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  room. 

2.  Three  classrooms  and  the  corridor  were  newly 
painted. 

3.  New  shades  were  installed  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  room. 

4.  The  outside  exit  doors  in  the  gym  and  at  the  head 
of  the  stairs  from  the  cafeteria  were  replaced,  and  the  new 
doors  equipped  with  new  emergency  exit  bars. 

B.     Needs 

The  budget  for  1953-54  has  been  prepared  to  include 
the  cost  of: 

1.  Replacing  the  badly  battered  front  doors. 

2.  Repainting  the  basement  walls  and  ceiling. 

3.  Replacing  the  unsanitary  drinking  bubblers  in  the 
corridor. 

4.  Putting  electric  outlets  in  two  classrooms  and  the 
new  library  corner  in  the  girls'  basement  so  that  projectors, 
record  players,  radios,  and  other  instructional  equipment 
may  be  used  to  advantage. 

5.  Installing  an  outside  gong  on  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  building  where  pupils  at  play  can  hear  it. 

6.  Laying  asphalt  tile  on  the  lunchroom  and  kitchen 
floors  to  eliminate  dust  and  improve  the  appearance. 

A  special  article  in  the  Warrant  allows  action  on  the 
matter  of  constructing  a  direct  exit  from  the  lunchroom. 
Ever  since  the  hot  lunch  program  was  started  there  has 
been  much  concern  about  the  possibility  of  fire  barring 
the  present  exits  from  the  lunchroom.  An  opening  pro- 
viding direct  emergency  exit  from  the  lunchroom  to  the 
playground  would  eliminate  the  existing  hazard. 
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Another  special  article  asks  for  an  appropriation  of 
$150  to  partition  off  a  portion  of  the  stage  to  be  used  as  a 
health  examining  room  and  a  much  needed  conference 
room  for  principal  and  teachers. 

C.     Insurance 

Some  over  a  year  ago  a  survey  of  the  fire  insurance  be- 
ing carried  revealed  that  the  total  on  the  building  was 
$10,000,  with  nothing  on  the  contents.  The  1952-53  budget 
provided  for  an  increase  in  the  coverage,  and  an  additional 
$61,265  was  placed  on  the  building,  and  $8,000  on  the  con- 
tents. As  the  estimated  sound  value  of  the  building  is  in 
excess  of  $100,000,  and  its  replacement  cost  nearer  $150,- 
000,  it  is  thought  advisable  to  carry  $80,000  of  insurance 
on  the  building  and  $8,000  of  insurance  on  the  contents. 
The  budget  has  been  prepared  to  allow  for  the  necessary 
increase  of  $8,735  of  insurance  to  bring  the  totals  to  these 
amounts.
